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REMARKS 


At the outset, Applicants note that the Examiner does not appear to have considered the 
Preliminary Amendment that was filed concurrently with the present application, which canceled 
claims 1, 2, 4, and 11-14, added new claims 25-29, and presented formal drawings. Thus, claims 
3, 5-10, and 15-29 are currently pending in the application, not claims 1-24 as asserted by the 
Examiner. Furthermore, it is apparent from the Examiner's statements that he considered the 
original claims, not the claims as amended in the Preliminary Amendment. Applicants thus 
respectfully request the Examiner to withdraw the present Action, to review the claims as 
presented in the Preliminary Amendment of March 13, 2002, and to issue a new Action based 
upon his review of these claims.
